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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . An "Amendment" was received on September 18, 2005, in response to Office 
Action of May 18, 2005. Claims 15 & 18 have been canceled, and claims 1-14, 16-127, 
& 19-26 have been amended, as indicated. 

2. Claims 1-14, 16-17, and 19-26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. With respect to independent claims 1,16, and 23, prior art fails to disclose a 
temperature adjustment apparatus for adjusting the temperature of a reflective optical 
member which includes a first radiation mechanism, with a first radiation member, that 
transfers the radiation heat between a predetermined area of the optical member and 
for adjusting the temperature of the optical member by the first radiation member; and a 
shielding member for reducing radiation heat transferred to an area other than the 
determined area among the radiation heat from the first radiation chamber. 

5. With respect to independent claims 20 and 21 , prior art fails to disclose an 
apparatus comprising: an optical member, and a stop to limit incidence light to the 
optical member, wherein the emissivity of the stop is less than 0.1 or more than 0.9. 

Claims 2-12, 14, 17, 19 and 24-26 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies on 
the independent claims 1, 16, and 23, respectively.
